BELLE GLADE--Hard and fast plans by the 
City Commission to turn several blocks of 
downtown streets into one-way avenues no 
longer seemed so sure after a number of 
merchants protested the move at the 
Monday night regular commission meeting. 

No public hearing had beer scheduled on 
the one-waying of West Avenue A, 


Southwest Avenue B and Southwest Fourth.

In Belle 
Glade, even. 

But Alvaro thinks this one will 
be ever. worse. "Started early this 
year," he says. And one only has 
to look at the thermometer to 
agree. 

Alvaro was one of the 20 or so 
who showed up last Thursday 
night to discuss the possible 
frontage road on US 27 from 
South Bay to Okeelanta. 

And like his comments on the 
weather, his comments on the 
road are brief, to the point, and 
justified. 

"I have to ride US 27 every 
morning before dawn and every 
evening after dark," he told a 
representative of the DOT. 
"Something's got to be done about 
Killer 27." 


While most of the residents of 
Belle Gladé, Pahokee, and South 
Bay have been yery much 
concerned about SR 80, they've 
also been fighting for an 
improvement in conditions on US 
27 between South Bay and Miami 

The hazard sign in South Bay, 
saying the next 50 miles are 
dangerous, doesnt do the road 
justice. Most who know stay off 
the road altogether, but there are 
masy locals like Alvaro who must 
drive it daily. 

The meeting with the Canal 
‘Hazards Safety Committee spark- 
ed some early interest am ^g local 
clubs, but only a few people 
actually showed up jor the 
scheduled DOT hearing. 

“Input hearing” was what it was 
termed. Input hearings are 
different from design hearirigs and 
both are a long way from being 
constrüction hearings, whatever 
they are. 


The whole question concerning 
this hearing was if a frontage road 
should be built for local traffice to 
the west of 27. And FHP officer 
Ken Buckner noted that as much 
ane is grown on the east side as 
€ West side, meaning cane trucks 
t would still have to cross 27 to get 

to the frontage road, which is 
intended for their use. 

s The general consensus that 

could be drawn from the meeting 
is that a frontage road wouldnt 
help. That's the message that will 
be delivered to the DOT. 

Another message quite likely to 
be delivered is that the natives of 
the Glades are restless. They're 
tired of being put off for years on 

' 80, improvement of existing 
rou. ays, and US 27. They dont 
want ire hearings, they want 
some act: р 

“Glades r--idents realize the 
construction of a road is an 
expensive, time consuming pro- 
cess. But they think, and rightly 
so I believe, that the Department 
of Trensportation is not working 
as hard as it might in alleviating 
coriditions. 


‘Trooper Buckner said since he's 
~been in the aréa, almost ten years, 
he's only ‘observed two DOT 

* projects (besides the four-laning 
recently opei between Belle 
Glade and South Bay). 

And more than any of us, he's 
on these roads and knows of their 
conditions and the often fatal 
accidents that are caused by them. 

“They just ought to ‘do 

thing,” said Alvaro, summing 
up the féelings of many. “They've 
ignored us too long.”

Good news and better 


Unlike the now shopworn joke, it was good news and better 
news last week when Belle Glade City Manager Robert R. 
Sande said the state has issued a permanent operating 
permit for the city's sewage treatment plant and it's back to 
square one for a possible police officer union. 

The permanent operating permit is something the city has 
been working toward for more than four years now. There was 
a moratorium on any.new building for some time because 
the county health department wouldn't allow any new sewer 
connections and building has only recently begun to 
accelerate with the use of temporary operating permit 
connections. 

Sanders said the permit is good through 1982 and the gtate 
has granted the city 100,000 gallons in new connections, 
which should relieve the building industry considerably, 
making further growth possible. 

The city has had a housing shortage for some time and that 
is now being aggravated by a need for replacement housing 
on a major scale. The operating permit may help to relieve 
both situations as well as insure that any new businesses 
planned for the city can be safely brought along.

If the Cabinet agrees to 
the review, ‘further hearings 
would be scheduled on whether to 
revoke the permit or modify it and 
require U.S. Sugar to take certain 
precautions to protect the 
environment. 

A group of private environ- 
mental organizations protested 
the permit. 

David Gluckman, a lawyer for 
the Florida Audubon Society, 
said the environmentalists don't 
want to stop the project. He said 
they want the state to require 
that U.S. Sugar establish reten- 
tion ponds or marshes їп an effort 
to purify drainage runoff before 
dumping it into canals that empty 
into Everglades conservation 
areas. 

Nutrients, such as cattle wastes 
and fertilizers, , already аге 
changing the complexion of the 
Everglades ecology, he said. 

Other organizations protesting 
the permit are the Tropical 
Audubon Society, Friends of the 
Everglades, Izaak Walton League 
of the Florida Keys, Audubon 
Society of the Everglades and 
Coalition for Water, Inc. 

The permit allows U.S. Sugar to 
construct canals and take other 
steps to drain the land, which 
previously was unimproved pas- 
ture and marshes. The firm also 
would be able to pump water back 
onto the land during dry seasons.
